President Wilson for the manner In
Which the negotiatlons have been con-
ducted, and sald:

“If the President of the United Statos |
had done what other Presidents have |
done, if ho had Inid that before the |
Senate—I am only asking something
that has been done by almost all our |
Presldents, who have consulted the Sen-
Rte about entering into negotiations,
about the character of tha negotiatons,
about awards, about pending negotia-
tions."”

Pretonding 1hut Jackson, that l.‘-rnm.l
that Washington, that Lincoln hnd done |
thls, although he carcfully refrained
from cititig u single instance, Senator |
Lodge continued :

“If the President had laid that draft |
before the Senate, ns these other Presi- I
dents have done, If he had said to the |
Nénate, ‘I submit this draft to you for
You adviee, * T hope =or yvour approval \
amd for such suggestions as you may |
have to make. he would have had the
amendment Inid before him o present
to the Peace Conference in Paris, The |
battle would have been more than half
won by the mere submlseion,

“He not only did not lay it before us, |
before the constilutional body whieh
Is entitled to advise him, but he does not
call the Senate togeither now to adviee
him."

Senator Lodge's grievance, then, Is
5o much against the league of
nations as against the conduct of Presi-
dent Wilkon in refusing to consull the
Senate In ndvance us to the provisions
of the constitution ad the lerms of the
itreaty of pence,

Whether that Iz & valid grievance o
not we shill leave 1o Senutor Lodge him-
self to declde, A simllar question arose
In the Senate In Junuary, 1908, In re-
gard to President Roosevelt's action in
relation to the Algecinos conference on
the Santo Dominingo affair. This ix wihat
Senater Lodge, speaking on the action of
the Senator chamber, sald on Januury
24. 1006, In regard to the erspective
powers of the President and the Senate
in the matter of treaties (Congressional
Record, page 1470);

“No' one, 1 think, can doubt the abe
solute power of the FPresident to initiate
And carry on all negotiations; and after
A trealy has heen returned to him with
the ratification of the Senate, to with-
hold It from ratification if he nees fit so
to do. There in no doubt that the Senate
eon by resolution advise the President
to anter upon n negotlation, or advise the
President to refrain from a negotiation ;
but thoge resolutions have no binding
force whatsoever, and the action of the
Senato becomes operative and actually |
effective only when a treaty is mctually
submitted to it. We have no possible
right to break suddenly into tha middle
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of & negotiation and demand from the
Presldent what {nstructions he has given |
to his representatives.”

Furthermore, In the course of that
apeech Benator Lodge gave his un-I
qualified approval to the remarks of |
Senator Spooner the duy before, in the |
course of which that great constitutional |
lawyer had thus defined the President's
powers,

“From the foundatlon of the governs
ment it has been conceded in practice

the power of negotiation na the various
pluses—and (hey are multifarous—of
the conduct of our foreign relations ex-
clualvely In the President, He does not
exercise that constitutional power, nor
cean he be made to do it, under the
tutelage or guardianship of the' Senute
or of the House. or of the Senate and
Houss combined, * » #

“When he shall have negotinted and
pent his proposed treaty to the Senate

and its powers begin. It muy advise
and consent or it may refuse. And In
the exercise of this functlon it is am in-
dependent of the executive as he is in-
dependent of It in th matter of nego-~
tiation."

!, And Henry Cubor Todge, In wun-
qualifiedly iIndorsing Senator Spooner's
speech, maid: I quite realize that after
the manner in which he has dealt with
thosa questions, anything that T may
say is in great danger of being an anti-
~elimax."

Judging Senitor Todge from hin
speech In Boston Wednesday night and
from his mpeoch in the Senate January
24, 1608, what ara we to assume? That
there is one consltution for Republican
Presidents and quite a different con-
stitutlon for Democratle Presidents?
That Republican Presidents have com-
plete constitutional power to originate
and negotinte treaties Independently of
tha Sunate, but that Demoeratic Preal-
dents must first consult the Benate and
aak permission to negotinte?

We'are reluctant to think that Senator
Lodge |8 playing partisan politics with
this grave isus of the leagus of nations
~-that ha s more concerned about dis-
crediting President Wilson than he is
about heiping to guarantes the pemce
of the world and prevent a repetition of
this terrible war. HBut what conclusion
are we to form from Wis speech of Jan-
uary 24, 1006, and hin speech of March
19, 1919? How can they be reconciled?
What s the mystery of this extraordi-
